THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of Lisbon, in the county 
of Grafton and state of New Hampshire, qualified to 
vote in town affairs : 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Lisbon on Tuesday, the 10th day of March next, 
polls to be opened at nine o’clock in the forenoon, and 
will not be closed before five o’clock in the afternoon, 
to act upon the following subjects: 


Art. 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 2. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, 
and to make appropriations for the same. 


Art. 8. To see if the town will fix and determine the 
compensation to be paid each of the town officers. 


Art. 4. To hear the reports of agents, auditors and 
special committees heretofore chosen, and to pass any 
vote in relation thereto. 


Art. 5. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the repairs of highways and 
bridges for the ensuing year. 


Art. 6. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the public libraries in addi- 
tion to what is required by law, and to determine how 
the same shall be divided. 
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Art. 7. To see if the town will vote to discount all 
taxes paid on or before such time as the selectmen may 
designate. 


Art. 8. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for cemeteries in the town of 
Lisbon. 


Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate $200 for the Pine Blister Rust control. 


Art. 10. Tosee if the town will vote to light the 
streets of Lisbon Village District all night during the 
entire year: Sugar Hill from the dwelling of H. J. Field 
to Hotel Lookoff, from the Baptist Church through 
Lovers lane to the Franconia line, from the former loca- 
tion of the Goodnow school house to the Homestead, and 
from the Lisbon and Franconia town line to the dwelling 
of Arthur Hunt; Sugar Hilland vicinity to be lighted 
the entire year until midnight, and from 5 a. m. until 
daylight, excepting the lights from the Homestead to 
Hotel Lookoff for six months of the year; all the above 
premises to be lighted with electricity ; and to raise and 
appropriate the necessary money for the same. 


Art. 11. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the District Nursing —Asso- 
ciation. } 


Art. 12. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the proper observance of 
Memorial Day. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will accept State Aid 
Construction, and raise and appropriate or set aside for 
said purpose the sum of $3,135.00 to rebuild Railroad 
street and Landaff road. 
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Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to plow the town 
roads, and if so, to raise and appropriate the necessary 
money for the same. 


Art. 15. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to oil such roads in the town as are already 
oiled, and to raise and appropriate the necessary money 
for the same. 


Art. 16. To see if the town will vote to construct and 
repair cement and other sidewalks at Sugar Hill, and 
raise and appropriate the necessary money for the 
same. 


Art. 17. Toseeif the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate money for the purpose of advertising the 
town of Lisbon. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $300 to aid in the construction and 
maintenance of a community skating rink for use during 
the winter season of 1942-1948; the money, if raised, to 
be expended by a committee of three appointed by the 
moderator. 


Art. 19. To see how much money the town will raise 
for the support of the poor, and raise and appropriate 
the necessary money for the same. 


Art. 20. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise for Old Age Assistance, and to appropriate the 
necessary money for the same. 


Art. 21. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate not exceeding $150 for the purpose of holding 
ban’ concerts. 
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Art. 22. Toseeif the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $900 to be divided equally to im- 
prove the O’Brien, Lovers’ lane and Winterbotham 
roads. 


Art. 23. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,050.00 to repair the Streeter 
bridge, so-called. The State Highway department re- 
ports that the entire structure is in very poor condition 
in that it needs cleaning and painting; the original 2x 4 
floor has been replanked and that now the entire floor is 
in poor condition; in several places the 2x4 floor is 
broken through and the seeping water runs on to the 
steel floor beams which are badly rusted. The estimated 
cost for a new floor would be about $450.00, and the cost 
for cleaning and painting $600.00, making a total of 
$1,050.00. 


Art. 24. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to borrow such sums as they deem necessary 
in anticipation of taxes. 


Art. 25. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before the meeting.

THE LISBON PUBLIC LIBRARY 





The circulation at the library for 1941 was 19,004. 
About a third of these books were taken from the junior 
department and a little less than one-fourth were non- 
fiction. These figures do not include the reference books 
used in the library itself. 


During the year 183 adult books and 74 junior books 
were purchased. With the limited amount of money 
which can be used for this purpose, it is impossible to 
buy everything for which the public asks, but a very 
great effort is made each year to get something for each 
age and each taste, so if you do not find the book for 
which you are looking, do not blame the book committee. 
Ask the librarian about it. She may be able to borrow 
it for you and will gladly do so if possible. During the 
past year 12 books have been borrowed from the State 
Library at Concord, 2 from the Dartmouth College 
Library at Hanover, and 34 have been left by the Book- 
mobile which is sponsored by the State Library Com- 
mission. 


In the year just passed 694 different persons have 
taken books from the library and 85 new ecards have 
been issued. A great deal of reference work has been 
done in the library, especially by the pupils from the 
schools. The new Americana Encyclopedia has been in 
much demand, proving it a very worth-while addition to 
the reference room. 
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Miss Eunice Hawkins had charge in Lisbon of the 
collection of books for the men in service sponsored by 
the American Library Association. 176 books were con- 
tributed. 28 of these were sent by the Salmon Hole 
Ladies’ Auxiliary. 

Books have been given to the library by Mr. and Mrs. 
Powley, Mrs. Jacob Richardson, Mr. Carl Fisher, Mrs. 
Mardin, Friends in Council and by Mrs. Carl Hoskins 
for the Daughters of the American Revolution.
